Portsmouth, Aug. ]2.-Thc peace 


envoys met this morning at 3:35 and 
adjourned after an hour's session. The 
Russian answer to the Japanese de- 
mands was delivered, the Russians 
objecting to certain phases of the pro.- 
posed terms. 
Sato 
announced after 


the session that the conference would 
continue, the negotiations being based 
upon those point® to which 
Russia 


objects. 


St. Petersburg Petulant. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 12.— A hopeful 


view of the peace outlook continues 
here today. 
Optimistic 
telegrams 


from Wiue have caused a belief that 
the envoys will agree on terms. The 
newspapers bitterly attack Japan and 
criticise the United States and Eng- 
land, . calling them allies of Japan. 


Why the Experts Came. 


Portsmouth, Aug. 12. — The mystery 


of the presence of the Russian mili- 
tary and naval experts at the peace j 
conference has been explained. They 
are here to combat the correctness of 
Japan's claim for reimbursement for 
the cost of the war and reduce the 
demand for indemnity 
to a figure 


considered 
reasonable 
by the Rus- 


sians. 
It -is 
believed that negotia- 


tion's- will 
continue for some time. 


There are expected io be a number 
of interchanges of opinions before an 
agreement is finally reached. 


Written in Two Texts. 


Portsmouth. X. H,, Aug. 12.— Rus- 


sia's reply to Japan's peace terms will 
reject the pro-position of indemnity 
and cession of Sakhalin island. 


It is written in two texts, one In 


French, the other in English. Upon 
the crucial points, indemnity and ces- 
sion of the island of Sakhalin, the re- 
ply is an absolute non possumus. 


Other points are accepted as bases 


for discussion, while still others are 
accepted conditionally. 


The reply is rather long because in 


enumerating . the 
conditions 
upon 


which discussion is admitted and those 
upon which . consideration, is declined, 
reasons and arguments are given. The 
Japanese plenipotentiaries are expect- 
ed to ask for ar. immediate adjourn- 
men t oexamine and prepare their re- 
ply. 


Neither side wants to indulge in dip- 


lomatic sparring. The time for fenc- 
ing is over and- less than a week must 
decide whether a basis of peace is pos- 
sible. 


Japanese Keep Secrets. 


The tactics of the Japanese are in- 


scrutable. They have shown through- 
out the war this ability to guard their 
secrets, military, naval and diplomatic, 
and now not. the remotest clew comes 
from behind their closed doors as to 
whether they are prepared to make 
substantial concessions. 
Silence and 


secrecy arc their watchwords. Eut if 
Uie conditions as submitted constitute 
their, last word, hope of peace may- bo 
regarded, as having disappeared, if the 
feeling reflected in .Russian circles is 
a true criterion. 


And that, no substantial concessions 


"on Ih'c" rriain." issues'will' b'c made is 
the belief both in Russia and Japanese 
circles. 


M. Witte, it is positively known, be- 


lieves the prospects of an agreement 
•are as remote as-to be practically nil. 
He has no desire to prolong the agony, 
an-d, instead of fencing when the plen- 
ipotentiaries came together after the 
Japanese have had the opportunity-to 
examine the reply, there is strong 
reason to believe lie will not only wel- 
come but will insist upon an immedi- 
ate' discussion of all the 
proposed 


bases. So pesimistic is he that he has 
already, been talking to his colleagues 
of his plans when, the rupture comes. 


Japs Insist on Terms. 
' That the Japanese terms, in so far 
as they touch the main points, will 
not be withdrawn or materially modi- 
fied, is the opinion of the most com. 
petent Japanese 
authority 
on the 


ground who will talk for publication, 
namely, Mr. Julio Kumpei Matsumato, 
a member of the Japanese Parliament, 
who is here as a financial emissary of 
Japan, and who is in close communi- 
cation with Baron Komura and Mr. 
Takhira. ; The reasons he assigns aro 
e.-'fremflv ..interesting 
"•'riie'coiVditioris in their broad out- 


lines,'1 said be. "have been substantial- 
ly known to us in Japan and the "Rus- 
sians will be very much mistaken if 
they imagine the Japanese will not 
insist upon the two chief points— 
the indemnity and the cession of Sak- 
halin. To surender either is impossi- 
ble. If Baron Komura should yield on 
these points public feeling in Japan 
would be so'strong that-he would be 
murdered upon his return to Japan. 
We must be reimbursed for the cost 
of the war, and we have national 
claims to Sakhalin which we have nev- 
er forgotten. 


Old Fight For Sakhalin. 


"About 200 years ago the island was 


explored by a Japanese, Juxo Konda, 
who occupied it in the name of Japan, 
snd called it Karafuto, the name De- 
stowed upon it by the aboriginal Ino 
race, who at that time inhabited the 
island'of Hokkaido. Finally it was dis- 
covered by a Russian captain, who oc- 
cupied it in the name of Russia. Japaa 
protested and a long, desultory nego- 
tiation, followed. But Japan then was 
weak. She had neither army nor navy 
cor internal organization. 
Indeed, the 


country was almost on the verge of 
revolution. Japan could not resist and 
the upshot was that Russia one day 
ended the controversy by announcing 
that she would take Sakhalin and give 
Japan the Chisma (Kuriles) islands— 
which Japan already owned. 


"Japan has no desire to humiliate 


Russia more than is necessary and 
even now is seeking to avoid wounding 
Russia's susceptibilities, but public 
opinion in Japan is absolutely so firm 
upon the main issues that no Japanese 
statesman could possibly dare to with- 
draw the terms which have been pro- 
proposed as the bas_cs of peace.
